America has a magnificent collegiate 
and secondary school structure but no 
system of education at all and a com- 
plete reorganizationg@f our elementary, 
secondary and collegiate standards is a 
vital need, Dr. William John Capper, 
federal commissioner of | education, 
told the Association of Southern Col- 


tured address of its thirty-fifth annual 
convention at the Atlanta Biltmore 
Thursday afternoon. 

“The colleges and wuniversities and 


faculties,” Dr. Cooper told the educa- 
tors who include the presidents and 
deans of the foremost schools and col- 
eges of this section. “The desires of 
our students for fundamental knowl- 
edge of the arts, crafts and professions 
as well as the changing world’s ever 
increasing demand for trained men and 
women make this reorganization a 
necessity.” 

Dr; Cooper pointed out that within 
the last several decades the demands 
of students for courses in journalism, 
in music, in elocution and a score of 
other subjects foreed- sebool and col- 
lege authorities to add. jhese subjects 
to the curriculum and that the de- 
mand and needs of today make other | 


changes in the courses of study and | 
methods of instruction vital. The com- | 
missioner laid special emphasis on the | 
need for state controlled business col- 
leges and junior colleges where stu- 
dents might be trained in vafious arts 
and crafts. 

“It is up to the faculties to make 
the states see the need for these 
changes,” he. declared... “The educar. 
tors are the people upon whom thie 
state looks for its advice and counsel 
in planning its schools and the educa- 
tion of its children.”

Officers 1 in Darien Killing, 


An investigation of disturbances 
whieh occurred in Darien, Ga., early 
in September has been completed by 
a McIntosh county grand jury. The 
grand jurors returted presentments 
exonerating the Georgia national 
guard and the local peace officers who 
were in Darien at the time-of the trou- 
ible. Adjutant General Homer CC. 
Parker, who stated that he could fure 
nish the name of George Grant’s 
slayer, was not called ee the grand 
jury. 

Completing its work on Wednesday, 
the grand jury reported to the supe- 
rior court that its investigation and 
examination of witnesses diselosed that 


at the time the negro was turned over 
by guardsmen to the McIntosh sheriff 
that official was sick and proper 
steps to safeguard the prisoner were 
not taken. . 

“Some party or parties unknown,” 
the grand jury then, concluded, and 
so reported to the court, “took ‘ad- 
vantage of the situation and shot 
George Grant.” 

Parker Not Called. 

On October 30, when Governor 
Hardman finally released to the news- 
papers a report on the investigation 
of the Darien trouble he had asked 
Solicitor-General J. T. Grice to make, 
after he had voiced dissatisfaction with 
a report received through military 
channels, The Constitution printed the 
following :

at Darien on September 8, Ad 
tant General Homer OC. .

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 4.—(/) 
The state of Tennessee, by .Attorney- 
General L. D. Smith, tonight filed in 
chancery court a bil: asking the re- 
covery from Rogers Caldwell and four 
associates in Caldwell & Company, of

been On deposit in the closed Bank 
of Tennessee to the credit of the high- 
way department. The Bank of Ten- 


'nessee is a subsidiary of Caldwell & 


Company, now in the hands of fed- 
eral receivers. 

Another ,bill filed simultaneously by 
the state asks the sale of “the Brent- 
| wood hall,” where Mr. Caldwell makes 
his home. This bill named Mr. Cald- 
well, his father, James E, Caldwell, 
and the Nashville Trust Company as 
defendanis, 

The suit asking the sale of Brent- 
wood Hall, modeled after een 
Andrew Jackson’s home, the Hermi- 
tage, near here, alleges that James E. 
Caldwell recently conveyed the real 
estate on which Brentwood Hall is 
built to the Nashville Trust Com- 
pany, in trust for a period of 21 
vears for the benefit of Rogers Cald- 
well and his heirs. 

The attorney-general’s bill attacked 
the legality of this conveyance and al- 
_leged it was made for the purpose of 
evading creditors of Rogers Caldwell. 

In the event the court refuses to 
set aside the trust instrument, the 
state’s bill asks that it be allowed to 
sell the home itself, which the bill 
says was erected by Rogers Caldwell 
at a cost of $350,133.80, the state's 
bill claims the attorney-general is en- 
titled to proceed against the home it- 
self as the personal property of Rog- 
ers Caldwell. 

The bill names Rogets: Caldwell, 
as president of Caldwell & Company,

UIILITIES ISSUE 
SEEN BY THOMAS 


Socialist. 
Power. Is Sole Issue Di- 
viding Parties. 


Last month’s elections, which threw 
control of the next congress in doubt, 
were without particular significance 
except in the contests where critics of 
public utilities won, Norman Thomas, 
socialist party head in America, said 
upon his arrival here Wednesday for 
a lecture tonight before the Atlanta 
Forum on “Sham and Reality in 
American Politics.” 

“They did prove,” he explained, 
“that prohibition still muddies the 
waters and prevents folks from doing 
the straight thinking which is so 
highly important to meeting the un- 
employment and depression problems 
in the country.” 7 

So far as the socialist party, for 
which he polled 300,000 votes as can- 
didate for mayor of New York, is 
concerned, Mr. Thomas said it made 
no appreciable gains save in places 
like Reading, Pa., and Milwaukee, 
Wis., where it had political organiza- 
tions. 

“We were greatly encouraged in 
New York, however,” he explained, 
“where we made a better showing this 
time. Heywood Lroun helped us enor- 
mously in arousing countrywide in- 
terest in socialism, The hard times 
helped us to a cerfain extent, too. 
“If we aecept prohibition—which 
is not a party question and can nev- 
er logically be settled on the present 
framework of either of the political 
parties—as the country’s paramount 
issue, we must not forget that the 
people are worried more about unem- 
ployment. 

“Unemployment is basically inher- 
ent in the capitalistic, or profit, sys- 
tem. Machinery, which is now being 
managed to reduce pay rolls, could 
be used to increase leisure. We are 
experiencing now a recurrence of the 
aunderconsumption cycle rather than 
overproduction. Our theory is to plan 
production and distribution for use.

MULTIPLE ISSUES. 


Rumored Revolt Against 
Robinson’s Leadership 
Loses Credence as Demo- 
crats Reaffirm Faith. 


BY HERBERT LITTLE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(UP)— 
Congress today dug up new and old 
issues of controversy which effective- 
ly renewed the threat of a legisla- 
tive jam and a forced extra sessiv~e 
of the new congress. 

The administration relief program 
was openly challenged as inadequate 
in the house and as incapable of 
preventing starvation in the senate, 
where an independent democrat pro- 
posed $250,000,000 direct federal re- 
lief for sufferers. 

World Court advocates made an 
unsuccessful attempt to get court op- 
ponents. to agree to postpone action 
for a year on the protoccl which 
President Hoover is expected to send 
to the senate next week. Any at- 
tempt to stem debate is unlikely of 
success if the pro-court majority is 
unable to bottle it up in the foreign 
relations committee, the chairman of 
which, Senator William E. Borah, re- 
publican, Idaho, indicates he will seek 


early action. 

Senator George W. Norris, repub- 
lican, Nebtaska, the leader of the 
western independent bloc, charged in 
the senate that steel companies vio- 
lated the anti-trust laws by their 
“concerted” $1 a ton price increase, 
He called on Attorney-General Mitch- 
ell to prosecute, and denounced the 
companies for increasing prices at a 
time when attempts are made to in- 
crease and stimulate private and pub- 
lie construction, railroad and utility 
expansion, and. other uses of steel. 
On the New, York Stock Exchange 
Bethlehem and pena States stee 
stocks dropped more than one int. 

One Bill Aside. " 

“’'The senate knocked off its calendar 
the long-debated Couzens-Parker bill 
for regulation of buses in interstate 
commerce, by recommitting it to the 
interstate commerce committee, 51 to 
29, over the protest of Chairman 
Jamps Couzens, of the committee. He 
charged railroads with lobbying to 
kill the bill for this session, but the 
recommittal motion by Senator. Elli- 
son D. Smith, democrat, South Caro- 
lina, won, with Senator Dwight W. 
Morrow, republican, New Jersey, cast- 
ing his first vote in support of Cou- 
zens. The others who supported Cou- 
zens were mostly the western “pro- 
gressives.’ 

Senator Kenneth D. McKellar, dem- 
ocrat, Tennessee, joined the issue def- 
initely against the administration de- 
pression relief A gh by introducing 
a bill for a $250, 000,000 appropria- 
tion to be spent for direct relief 
through county commissioners, the 
money to be taken from foreign debt 
payments and financed by short- term 
treasury notes. President Hoover has 
repeatedly said relief should be car- 
ried out by private agencies and the 
government should finance only public 
works and rehabilitation loans. 

Another democrat, Senator Elmer 
Thomas, Oklahoma, proposed’ a spe- 
cial committee of 11 senators to han» 
dle depression relief: legislation, but 
his resolution was voted down after 
the western independents, 
Norris and Borah, expressed opposi- 
tion. 

Then the republican leaders decid- 
ed to take a breathing spell to lighten 
the pressure, and adjourned the body 
until Monda when a proposal by 
Senator W pe a L. Jones, republican, 
Washington, for renewing the federal 
material-aid provisions of the lapsed 
Sheppard-Towner bill will come up. 

+ General Debate. 

The house plugged away at general 
debate, the consideration of the treas- 
ury-postoffice appropriation bill being 
ostensibly under consideration. House 
leaders expected to pass the billion- 
dollar measure by tomorrow night. 

In the. house agriculture committee, 
a wide rift tbetween the democratic 
leaders and ithe republicans on the 
relief program broke out, with all 
sides apparently forgetting the mutual 
co-operation promised following’ the 
post-election statement of the seven 
democratic leaders. 

Representative James B. Aswel, 
democrat. Louisiana, who introduced 
a $60,000,000 special drouth relief 
farm loan bill under the impression it 
was approved by the administration, 
told the committee that republican 
substitution of a $25,000,000 measure 
was “the crookedest, cheapest polii- 
ical peanut trick that has ever been 
thrust into my face.” He said Mr.

EXCITING SCENES

Congress was informed today by Prea- 
ident Hoover how he plans to spend 
$150,000,000 for public works within 
the next six months to relieve unem- 
ployment. 
_ Administration leaders responded to 
the chief executive’s urgent plea for 
quick action and the house appropria- 
tions committee will begin hearings to- 
morrow on a resolution to provide the 
sum. <A similar resolution was intre- 
duced in the senate and will await 
house action, 

Members of both parties who had 
looked skeptically at first at his pro- 
posal indicated that the chief execu- 
tive’s decision to make known the use 
to. which the money was to be put 
would create a strong favorable sen- 
timent. 

In submitting his supplemental es- 
timate, President Hoover said the ap- 
plication of the money was to be lim- 
ited to work already directed by con- 
gress, the economic importance of 
wees previously had been determined 

it. 


The president said the grant of a 
lump sum to a cabinet committee 
would avoid “the long delay incident 
te selection of new projects by con- 
gress and the further long delays in 
technical preparation which the proj- 
ects would require, both of whicb 
would render such action of no pur- 
pose in relief of unemployment.” 

The committee, he said, would be 
made up by the secretaries of treas- 
ury, War, navy, commerce and agri- 
culture. Its composition, he _ said, 
might be fixed in the appropriation 
bill or by himself.

Georgians, headed by their governor, 


who besought a service’ subcommittee 
Wednesday to locate a branch of the 
National Soldiers’ home, already au- 
thorized by congress somewhere in the 
state, closed their case with confi- 
dence in the showing they had made. 

General George H. Wood, special 
administrator of soldiers’ home af- 
fairs for the veterans’ bureau, who, 
with Surgeon General Hugh 8, Cum- 
mings, of the United States public 
health service, composed the commit- 
tee, announced after the hearing in 
the United States court room here, 
that a decision probably would be 
either announced through General 
Frank T. Hines, veterans’ bureau ad- 
ministrator, or the White House, with- 
in the next two weeks. 

Originally urged by Spanish-Amer- 
ican War veterans, the law author- 
izing a home in the southern states 
provides that $2,000,000 may be spent, 
for its construction. Not less than 
200 acres of land will bé required for 
the site and this must be donated by 
the community which wins the loca- 
tion. Governor Hardman personally 
agreed to guarantee that as many as 
500 acres will be supplied if the com- 
mittee selects any place in Georgia.

STRIPPING THE STATE. 


The comptroller general of the 
State reports a notable decrease in 
the assessed value of property, espe- 
cially rural real property, returned 
for state taxation. 


There is nothing surprising in the 
report. It was to be expected. It 
is not due to “business depression” 
but to “official oppression.” Viewed 
from the normal agricultural angle 
our Georgia lands are actually more 
valuable in fact this year than in 
any year of several decades past. 
In the main they will produce as 
readily and profitably. 

But they are not as valuable from 
the state taxation angle because 
county officials generally do not in- 
tend that they shall be so. They 
make the assessment abnormally 
_low in order to decrease the reve- 


/nue payable to the state and then 
load down those low assessed prop- 
erties with high county tax levies. 
There is a limit of 5 mills on the 
dollar for state taxes, but the firma- 
ment of the world is the only limit 
for county taxes. 


The consequence of this “‘robbing 
Peter for the benefit of Paul’ sys- 
tem will be that the state must find 
some new ways to get its just dues 
_ from honestly assessed properties 
|owned by the people and protected 
by the state. It may tax the inge- 
| nuity of tax reformers to invent 
that equalization system, but justice 
| and Square dealing demand it.

A Fake.

Nuremberg citizen. The “Iron Maid- 
en,” which is preserved in the pentag- 
onal tower of the historic burg, was 
presumed to have then fashioned in 
the fourteenth century. Hundreds of 
sightseers from all over. the world 


have shuddered at it. 

A more than life-size female figure 
clad in a cloak reaching to the ground 
opens on heavy and creaky hinges to 
disclose blood-stained spikes, where 
the eyes, breast and abdomen of the 
victim thrust within might be expected 
to be. A moving platform under the 
figure provided for the casting of the 
body in a stream below. Two strong 
men were necessary to press the un- 
willing victim within the grim doors. 
of which the two sides of the cloak 
masked the exterior. In view of the 
problem of how the impaled corpse was 
ever extracted from the spikes his- 
torians have always been doubtful of 
the “Maiden” ever having been used 
at all. But the bloodstains were so 
genuine, the rust so age-old, that their 
voices were silenced. 

News now comes from Nuremberg 
that the owner of the “Iron Maiden” 
has just died, He had only lent it 
to the city’s museum in the burg, to- 
gether with the other collection of in- 
struments of torture for which that 
romantic castle is justly famous. In 
his wiil, however, he gave the whole 
collection to the town in perpetuity. 
In connection with proving the will a. 
native of the neighboring spot, Eibach, 
was discovered, who stated that his 
father made the “Iron Maiden” to 
order of an antiquarian. This was 
one Herr Geuder, a keen student of 
Nuremberg legends. He ordered a 
model of a fifteenth century burgher's 
wife in wood from a clever carpenter 
of special gifts. And so a fearful fake 
is debunked. 

Still an “Iron Maiden” remains, for 
this is also the name given in Ger- 
many to the automatic telephone ap- 
paratus which relentlessly refuses to

Through the criminal connivance of 
the government there are several 
kinds of poisoning carried on in this 
country under the name of business. 
I'll just mention three counts in this 
indictment of our representative— 
bah, representative of what ?—govern- 
ment. First, the doing to death of 
one out of each 25,000 citizens per 
annum with pipeless gas stoves. Mu- 
nicipal and state governments that 
fail to enact strict ordinances against 
the sale and use of such deadly ap- 
pliances are playing the lives of citi- 
zens against the favor of interests 
that profit from the pipeless stove 
business, Second, the horrible mur- 
der of hundreds of children every year 
by means of candy-like pills or tab- 
lets containing the deadly poison 
strychnine; municipal and state gov- 
ermnents that permit the indiscrimi- 
nate distribution of “samples” of such 
deadly drugs in nostrums are sacrific- 
ing these innocent victims to keep 
themselves in the good graces of the 
interests that profit on such trade.

Why Only the General Assembly Can Or- 
' der a Constitutional Convention. | | 


Letters are continually coming to 
me fram gentlemen of position and 
influence in the state, making in-

I wish I hid time to write a 
graphic and illuminating history of 
that remarkable convention for 
the edification—perhaps the educa- 
tion—of the present generation of 
Georgians, most of whom do not real- 
i: how badly the state needs such 
anather convention.

One Thing to Be Understood. 
There is one fact that I may state 


in answer to a number of questions 
and suggestions contained in the let- 
ters of my correspondents. 

That is, that the general assembly 
alone and only is authorized by the 
constitution to call a convention from 
the people “ta revise, amend, or change 
this constitution.” 

The general assembly has no author- 
ity to submit to a vote of the people 
whether or not they will order a con- 
vention to revise, amend, or change 
the constitution. 

The makers of the 1877 constitu- 
tion carefully and ~urposely framed 
this provision: 

“No convention of the people shall 
be called by the general assembly to 
revise, amend, or change this con- 
stitution, unless by the concurrence of 
two-thirds of all the members of each 
house of the general assembly. The 
representation in said convention shall 
be based on population as near as 
practicable.” 


That is all the authority there is 
given in the constitution over it other 
than for special amendments to be rat- 
ified by the people.

The Reasons for that Provision. 


In 1877 there seemed to be a general 
demand over the_ state, fervently 
stressed by General Robert Toombs 
and other eminent leaders, for a con- 
vention to revise, or rather to rid the 
state, of the radical republican and 
negro-made constitution of 1868. 


The democratic general assembly re- 
sponded by ordering the question of 
whether or not to have such a con- 
vention to a vote of the people. 

Immediately there sprang up a 
strong and fierce opposition to the 
holding of such a convention. 


It had been ordered that delegates 
be voted for'on the same ballot on 
which the people would vote “For a 
convention” or “‘Against a convention.” 
Delegates were elected by senatorial 
districts. The ballots were prepared 
in many districts on which lists of 
delegates both for and against a con- 
vention were named. If a district 
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voted: for a convention the “for a con- 


vention” delegates were chosen; if 
the district majority was “against a 
convention “the anti-convention dele- 
gates were chosen. 


How It Was in This District. 


As. an example let us consider what 
happened in this 35th senatorial dis- 
trict, composed then of Fultqn, Cobb 
and Clayton counties. 

Ex-Governor Joseph E. Brown, who 
was in fact the power behind the con- 
vention. of 1868 and largely “dictated 
and ameljorated the constitution that 
it made, was strenuously opposed to 
the proposed new convention. He led 
the opposition throughout the state 
and organized a formidable array of 
anti-conventionists. 

The pro-convention ticket in this 
district had on it such strong men as 
General Lucius J. Gartrell, John Col- 
lier, P, L. Mynatt, N. J, Hammond 
and Benjamin FE. Crane, of Fulton; 
A. C._McIntosh, G. W. Roberts and 
J. W. Robertson, of Cobb; and Jd. 
Thomas Spence, of Clayton. 

Governor Brown himself headed the 
contra-convention ticket and had with 
him such big men as ex-Senator H. V. 
Miller, W. B. Cox and Professor J. A. 
Richardson, among others. But in 
spite of his great power Governor 
Brown and his ticket was decisively 
beaten in the election.

The Convention Nearly Defeated. 


Notwithstanding the apparent al- 
most unanimous clamor over the state 
for a convention and new constitution, 
the convention came near to being de- 
feated. 

In 1876, the year before, the state 
voted 130,088 for Samuel J. Tilden, 
democrat, for president and and 50,- 
446 for Rutherford B. Hayes, repub- 
lican. But in the next summer, on 
the more intimate and important issue 
of a new constitution for the state, 
only 87,352 electors went to the polls, 
which as 93,182 fewer than voted 
im November of the year before. . 


And of the 87,352 who did care to 
vote on the convention issues 48,339 
were for a convention and 39,013 were 
against it, the majority for was only 

About a third of the delegates who 
sat in the convention were elected 
on no convention ballots. Many of 
them labored faithfully to perfect a 
good constitution, while others were 
strongly obstructive.

Causes for Earnest Thought. 


It was that smaller vote of the peo- 
ple and the narrow escape of the or 
vention proposition that caused Gén- 
eral Toombs, Colonel Hammond, Gen- 
eral Lawton and many other men in 
the convention to think earnestly 
over the problem of avoiding such a 
peril in the future. 


I reported in the committee when 
that question was discussed and re- 
call the proceedings clearly. 


It was agreed that when two-thirds 
of the members elected to each house 
of the general assembly should agree 
that a convention to revise, amend, or 
change the constitution is necessary, 
that shall be accepted as full evidence 
that the people want.a convention and 
t t the general assembly shall call 
it withouta referendum to the voters. 

On that agreement the constitutional 
provision was framed as it stands and 
was adopted by the convention and 
ratified by the people. Seq without re- 
gard to public clamor, one way or the 
other, the decision of whether or not 
a convention shall be held rests only 
and finally with two-thirds of the 
general assembly,

Deaths of Wife and Child 
Charged to Georgian 
and Woman. 


WAYCROSS, Ga., Dee. 4.—Jim 
Parker, charged by a grand jury in- 
dictment with the murder of his wife 
and 18-month-old baby, went on 
trial here’ Thursday for the death of 
the child, Geraldine Parker, after 
Ware county superior court had spent 
the first half of the day in the se- 
lection of a jury. 

Parker and Mrs. Cora Hazen, his 
confessed common law wife, are in- 
dicted on two murder counts each, 
for the slaying of Mrs. Jim Parker 
and the other for the slaying of the 
child. | 

In his opening statement to the 
jury Thursday, Solicitor-General Al- 
len B. Spence, who is being assisted 
by John W. Bennett, Sr., former Unit- 
ed States district attornéy, outlined 
that the state will attempt to prove 
Parker's guilt in the murder which 
was committed on a farm seven miles 
northwest of Warycross last summer. 

The solicitor said that Parker came 
to this section several years ago and 
married a daughter of Raybon Johns, 
of Brantley county, three children be- 
ing born to the couple. 

During the first part of this year, 
Parker and his family left Brantley 
county for Florida, and_ several 
months later Parker and Cora Gor- 
man Hazen returned to this section, 
renting a farm in the Waresboro sec- 
tion of Ware county. 

Parker and Cora Hazen posed as 
man and wife, the solicitor charged, 
having with them two young children, 

During the first part of June, an- 
other woman and an infant child 
came to visit the Parkers, but a week 
or 10 days later disappeared, 

It later developed, after Parker 
had been arrested on larceny charges, 
that the visitor was, in reality, the 
real Mrs. Parker, and the child, Ger- 
aldine Parker. 

Mrs. Hazen was identified. She 
was arrested and later sentenced, 
along with Parker, to a years con- 
finement on a statutory charge. 

Neighbors became suspicious over 
the disappearance of the real Mrs. 
Parker and child. and were not con- 
tent with Parker's statement that his 
wife had left this section with a 
strange man with Canada as her ob- 
jective. 

A search of the Parker farm house 
revenied a trunk and baby clothes 
that were not adapted to the use of 
the two children and Mrs, Hazen. 
and belief that Mrs. Parker and the 
bnby had never left the farm were 
strengthened. The clothes and truck 
were identified by Rabon Johns as 
those of his daughter. 

Searching parties ploughed the 
fields surrounding the Parker dwell- 
ing, believing that the woman and 
haby had been murdered and buried 
on the farm. Their search ended in 
October when the two bodies were 
found buried in a pea field.

They 
‘became the means of communication 
by which the white man found his way 
into the interior on voyage of discov- 
ery or exploitation, benign or other- 
wise, and “they are redolent of the 
courage and fortitude with which the 
Indian met the aggression of the white 
man, whom he first befriended and 
embraeed upon the basis of a God, but 
later found to be the betrayer of his 
trust and confidence and the destroyer 
of his civilization. They also speek 
with equal eloquence and force of the 
devotion and high idealism of many 
white men, who really wished to pro- 
tect and safeguard the interests of 
their Indian neighbors and friends.” 


The large granite marker is located 
on the highway between Athens and 


Watkinsville. Dr. Soule said that it is 
thought by some that this trail is a 
continuation of one that had its begin- 
ning near Chattanooga. From that 
point it traveled more or less in a 
northeasterly direction across through 
what are now known as DeKalb, 
Gwinette, Rockdale, Newton, Walton, 
Morgan. Oconee, Clarke and Ogle- 
thorpe counties, where it passed into 
the Savannah river bottoms on its 
way to the seacoast of Georgia and 
various points in Florida. It Gonsti- 
tuted one of the main highways tra- 
versed by the Cherokees and Creeks 
and those Anglo-Saxon ancestors of 
ours who first discovered and followed 
these trails through the forests.

The tary of the treas- 
ury supported those views today in 
his annual. report. He repeated the 
forecast. of a $180,000,000 deficit when 
the fiscal year ends next June. 

While making no recommendation, 
the treasury head recalled pointing out 
a year ago that continuance of the 1 
per cent reduction then made would 
depend on the revenue prospects this 
month. These now “indicate that tie 
temporary decrease cannot be contin- 
ued during the current year.” 

Contrasting with the deficit fore- 
east, the 1930 fiscal year surplus was 
$183,789,215. Every bit went toward 
retirement of the public debt, which 
stood at $16,185,3058,299 when the year 
closed. 

Lower Rate. 

Calculations on the future led to a 
request for legislation making possible 
refunding operations, which would aim 
at putting all or part of the national 
debt on a lower interest rate basis if 
money conditions justify. Mellon asked 
that the loan law be amended with 
the ‘object of granting the treasury 
“complete freedom in determining the 
character of securities to be issued” 
in any refunding, and to allow $8,000- 

,000 in new bond issues to be put 
out as a refunding operation, which 
would retire like amounts of older 
debt. 

Further, Lis report repeated a rec- 
ommendation that congress free in- 
come taxpayers who buy federal secu- 
rities from liability for the payment 
of income tax on the realization from 
such investments. That would give na- 
tional paper the same exemption stat- 
us as that now held by state and 
municipal borrowings. 

The secretary foresaw some changes 
in the form of payment hitherto re- 
ceived from foreign governments. by 
the United States as a result of war 
loans, saying: 

“It is- reasonably certain that the 
December interest payments on $ac- 
count of foreign debts will be paid in 
cash, and it is quite possible that this 
may be equally true in June. It is 
impossible to forecast what method of 
payment foreign debtors may elect, 
though it is entirely possible that part 
of the interest payments will be made 
in securities.” 

If the deficit materializes, it will 
be the first time a surplus has been 
missed since 1919. Mellon looks to 
1932 to bring back a favorable bal- 
ance, to the extent of $30,600,000. 
The estimates set the income tax 
revenue then at $2,260,000,000, or 
$70,000,000 movré than expected this 
year, 


Increase Seen. 

As another evidence of expecting 
better business in the year starting 
next July 1, the treasury secretary 
estimated customs receipts for that 
time would be $110,000,000 greater 
than the $502,000,000. expected this 
year. The latter estimate represents 
a drop of $85,000,000 under the 193 
figure. Miscellaneous taxes are ex- 
pected to bring $623.000.000 this year

State Has Best Record of 
~ Any East of Rocky 
Mountains. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 4-—AH)— 
Georgia showed the least deficiency 
of rainfall of any state east of the 
Rocky~Mountains with the exception 
of the New England states, for the 
first nine months of the year, a. re- 
port issued by weather bureau of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture showed. 

The New England states were not 
included in the report. 

The only month Georgia showed a 
deficiency was in Atigust, the report 
said, when rainfall was 63 per cent 
below nérmal,. There was no aver- 
age deficiency for the nine months. 
A number of states showed deficiency 
on only two months of the year but 
only Georgia, Nebraska and South 
Dakota showed no average deficiency 
for the nine months. 

Maryland, Delaware, Virginia and 
West Virginia showed a deficiency in 
rainfall for every month of the year. 

The report of the weather bureau 
usually includes the fiscak year end- 
ing June 30, but recognizing the wide 
interest in the drouth, C. F, Mar- 
vin, chief of the bureau, said it was 
extended over the entire summer dry 
period, 

“The central and eastern portions 
of the country have passed through 
the most seyere drouth in the climat- 
ological history of the United States,” 
the report said. 

The drouth, with its accompanying 
theat wave, was over on the first of 
September but the remainder of . the 
year will be required before a full 
we * Pi can be written, the report 
said.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Final 


hearings in the inquiry opened this. 


week by the federal trade commission 
into the affairs of the Georgia Power 
pany, ordered as a part of its 
general scrutiny of utility operations 
over the country, were completed to- 
day with the testimony of Preston 
BS. Arkwright and Frank E. Shumate, 
of Atlanta, president and vice presi- 
dent, respectively, of the company. 
Previously the commission had gone 
into the financial structure of the 
company together with the operations 
Of its public relations department. 
As the first witness of the day 
President Arkwright read into the 
record an extensive review of the up- 
erations of the company, tracing the 
several mergers which have marked 
its growth since 1912 and culminat- 
ing in its absorption by the South- 
eastern Power & Light Company in 
1926. Questioned by Robert E. Healy, 
chief counsel for the commission, he 
entered ipto a lengthy explanation of 
the faciors responsible for the in- 
crease. in the value of the company’s 
stock accompanying its transfer to 
the Sontheastern at the time the lat- 
ter company gained control. 
No Political Activities. 


Both Mr. Arkwrigat and Mr. Shu- 
mate asserted, in response to ques- 
tioning, that the Georgia Power Com- 
pany had not taken any part in politi- 
cal campaigns for the election of presi- 
dent, vice president or United States 
senators. The questions were asked 
by counsel for the eommission per- 
functorily, in keeping with directions 
contained in the resolution of con- 
gress authorizing the present general 
inguiry. 

Pursuing the same course of in- 
quiry, Chief Counsel Healy during his 
examination of Mr. Shumate asked 
the witness to relate the character of 
his duties in connection with legisla- 
tive activities of the company. He 
replied that he kept informed on all 
matters of a local and national char- 
acter having a bearing on the com- 
pany'’s affairs, but asserted that the 
company maintained no _ legislative 
agent, as such. Declaring that the 
Georgia Power Company is the largest 
taxpayer in Georgia, the witness, who 
niso is head of the company’s legal 
department, said that he naturally fol- 
lowed closely any proposal in the leg- 
islature which might affect its inter- 
ests. 

Mr. Shumate was required to under- 
go a brief examination, mostly of a 
routine nature. He was called to the 
stand late in: the afternoon and the 
hearings were adjourned upon the 
completion of his testimony. , 

Admits Aiding Schools: 

In keeping with its policy of look- 
ing into contributions made by utility 
organizations for educational and oth- 
er purposes, President Arkwright was 
questioned on, the activities of his 
company in this respect in Georgia. 
He listed a score or more of educa- 
tional institutions in the state which 
he said had been aided by the com- 
pany through small contributions for 
special work of one sort or another. 
The list was not confined to institu- 
tions of learning, but embraced vari- 
ous public welfare movements, includ- 
ing the Community Chest in Atlanta’ 

“The Georgia Power Company 
maintains a very liberal contribution 
policy,” he said, “We serve all sec- 
tions of the state, share in its gen- 
eral prosperity, and therefore feel that 
we should support all of its worthy 
causes, whenever possible.” 

Preliminary to his initial state- 
ment before the commission, Mr. Ark- 
wright emphasized his previous 
sxertion that the Georgia Power cy 
many only earns 5.2 per cent on 
oer tag even taking the reduced va 
uation set by examiners for the com- 
mission.

But receivers now are administer- 
the affairs of Caldwell & Co., 
while its president, Rogers Caldwell, 
makes final legal arrangements for 
turning over his last chip on the one 
big bet of his life, which he lost. 

Privately he was interested in hreed- 
ing fine horses and in surrounding 
himself with beautiful antiques. But 
his stables and his other. personal 
property, valued a year ago by Brad- 
street at $7,000,000, are to be sold to- 
morrow for_creditors of Caldwell & 
Co. ~ 

Rogers Caldwell is cleaned out. And 
with him in misfortune, and game 
about it. is his silver-haired father, 
James FE. Caldwell, until recently 
president of the Fourth and First Na- 
tional Bank of Nashville, one of the 
in the south. Their passing 


Had Lots of Luck. 

Rogers Caldwell made his swift 
climb to the pinnacle of success in- 
dependent of his father, for the most 
part. It was 14 years ago that he 
started. That was when Caldwell & 
Co. was organized and began busi- 


‘ness in municipal financing, 


Before that Rogers Caldwell was 
head of the bond department of James 
E. Caldwell & Co., an insurance firm. 
He had phenomenal success, and made 
many contracts which helped him 
build up .the business of his invest- 
ment house, 

Luck played with him, for the ex- 
tensively advertised war loans had 
made the entire country think of in- 
vestments. So it was easier to sell 


these early offerings than it would 

have been otherwise. And the war 

had boomed the south’s industries. 
Then was born the empire dream. 


The first step in this direction was 
the entrance of Caldwell & Co. into 
the industrial financing field. .Up to 
$26 Caldwell & Co. sold between 
$250,000,000 and $300,000,000 worth 
of southern securities, yet even this 
was merely preparatory. 
Cut Both Ways. 

The big expansion eame after the 
first decade of Rogers Caldwell's sue- 
cessor, with the entrance of his com- 
pany into banking and insurance. 

Here were foundations upon which 
the empire was to be bvyilt. While 
controlled banks served as agencies 
collecting money the directing com- 
pany could manage, the insurance 
companies purchased large blocks of 
municipal securities for investment. 

Many of these issues were under- 
written by Caldwell & Co., and in 
numerous instances the firm was able 
to outbid competitors by making a 
better price if the city or county is-

WILLIAM BAKER, 
OF PHILUTES, DIES 


Prominent Figure in 
Baseball Drops Dead at 
Winter Meeting. 


MONTREAL, Dec. 4.—(#)—The 
baseball world today lost one of its 
leading figures, William Frazer Bak- 
er, president of the Philadelphia Na- 
tional league club, who died of a 
heart attack in his suite in the Ritz 
Carlton hotel early today. Baker, 
who was second among the National 
league club. presidents in length of 
service, was 64 years old. 

Baker apparently was in 
health, although he had been 
treatment for a heart ailment. He 
suffered a slight attack early last 
evening but quickly recofered. At 10 
o'clock last night he was taken seri- 
ously ill. He died at 5:30 o'clock this 
morning. 

Baker was born in Pittsburgh in 
1866. He first became interested in 
baseball ‘when his cousin, William 
Locke, became owner of the Phillies, 
Baker being his sponsor. Upon 
Locke's death in 1913, Baker bought 
a controlling interest in the club and 
had held it ever since.
